TARIFF CHANGES 

The Financial Post of Toronto in its 
issue of the 18th inst. is bitter in its 
denunciation of the proposed tariff 
changes as lately submitted and states 
that they are based largely on perju- 
dices and that the Dominion govern¬ 
ment has succumbed to the steady 
pressure of antagonized public opini¬ 
on. It further goes on: “The budget, 
with its refusal to reduce taxation or 
to seriously curtail national expenses, 
and with its announcement of a new 
national policy, has come as a shock 
to all industrial leaders and as a great 
disappointment to all thoughtful, far- 
seeing loyal Canadians. It comes at a 
* time when conditions are<all favorable 
to, and set for, the greatest develop¬ 
ments in our history. Unfortunately 
ic is not a policy thaf was arrived at 
from a serious study of conditions, but 
a haphazard attempt to satisfy, and 
perhaps stem, the growing prejudices 
against those engaged in the indus¬ 
tries of the Dominion.” A westerner 
of the prairie provinces, viewing these 
thoughts, would be led to believe that 
he FinanciaT Post thinks all of the 
“thoughtful, far-seeing, loyal Canadi¬ 
ans” lived in the east and were engaged 
, in the manufacturing industries of Ca¬ 
nada, which industries were the prin¬ 
cipal products of the Dominion, and 
si ould be maintained by royalties con¬ 
tributed by the general public. We 
wonder what the favored percentage 
of population engaged in these indus¬ 
tries is, as*compared with the w • le 
population of Canada who are asked 
indirectly to contribute to their main¬ 
tenance. We believe in the protection 
of essential infant industries, but when 
such industries attain their adult age 
and experience, their protection should 
be cut off and they should be able to 
maintain themselves, or else their ex¬ 
istence is not further warranted. A 
parent’s solemn duty is to so educate 
their boy to that point where he can 
compare favorably with the average 
young men engaged in his chosen vo- 
* cation. It is up to him then to make 
good and to expect little or no paren¬ 
tal assistance from that time on. A 
protected manufacturing concern 
should be similarly considered and 
treated, and after the initial trials, ex¬ 
periments, and efforts which have 
placed it in a perfected state, be put 
on its own resources and required to 
maintain itself and not receive the 
personal jinancial assistance of all the 
people of the Dominion by requiring 
them to submit to extraordinary im¬ 
port duties imposed for the benefit of 
certain privileged concerns. The pro¬ 
ducing centres of the Dominion, figur¬ 
ed in dollars and cents, are the prairie 
provinces, and if any protection is to 
be granted, it should be in respect of 
the grain growers of these sections. 
If any reductions of tariffs are made 
which will be of benefit to them in the 
business of their production it will be 
a move in the right direction, and a 
relief granted where it is most needed. 
It is the east versus the west again 
and the Post evidently sees but the 
eastern view as presented by the few 
manufacturers who there exist and re¬ 
ceive the extra emoluments imposed 
on the general public. The manufac¬ 
turers receive a bonus for doing busi¬ 
ness 'in Canada, the farmers pay a bo¬ 
nus for the same privilege. 

The legislature of the province con¬ 
cluded its sessions last Saturday night, 
jaihen more than 50 bills were given 
official assent These include the new 
liquor act, the new election act, and 
other important measures. 

In less than two years spent in the 
\ service of the King government Mr. 
Duncan Marshall drew from the trea¬ 
sury $19,937.98. 

The prediction is made that a gen¬ 
eral election will be held in Canada 
thia year. 


THE NATURAL RESOURCES 

A resolution which practically au¬ 
thorizes the provincial government to 
proceed to a final conclusion of the ne¬ 
gotiations with the dominion govern¬ 
ment looking to transfer of the nat¬ 
ural resources of Alberta from feder¬ 
al to provincial control was unani¬ 
mously passed by the legislature be¬ 
fore the conclusion of its sessions last 
week. Following this. Premier Green¬ 
field will go to Ottawa to take the 
matter up finally with the dominion 
government. The resolution is as fol¬ 
lows: “That the government continue 
its negotiations with the dominion 
government for the immediate trans¬ 
fer to the province of it? natural re¬ 
sources. For the purpose of obtain¬ 
ing immediate settlement of this im¬ 
portant question, this house authoriz¬ 
es the government to accept the offer 
of the dominion government to trans¬ 
fer to the province its natural re¬ 
sources on the basis of an accounting 
from 1905, subject to an agreement to 
be reached as to terms of such ac¬ 
counting and the terms of the trans¬ 
fer, provided, however, that the gov¬ 
ernment is further authorized to ac¬ 
cept such fixed sum to be paid by 
the dominion to the province in lieu of 
such accounting as it shall consider 
adequate after a further consideration 
of the probable results of such an ac¬ 
countings" 

TO AID WOMEN SETTLERS 

Under the direction of Hon. George 
Hoadiey, with Miss Jessie McMillan, 
director of women’s extension service 
for Alberta as chairman, an advisory 
board on women’s immigration has 
been formed in the province for the 
purpose of carrying on the work of 
welcoming new women settlers. The 
board is composed of the following 
prominent women in the province: 
Mrs. R. B. Gunn, president of the 
United Farm Women; Mrs. V. Barss, 
convenor of'the immigration commit¬ 
tee of the Women’s Institutes; Mrs. 
O. C. Edwards of Macleod,'president 
of the provincial Council of Women; 
Miss Edna Kells of Edmonton, press 
representative,' and Miss McMillan, 
chairman. 

THE ROOT CASE 

Mr. David Spence, M.P., discussing 
some of the varied activities of the 
department of agriculture at Ottawa, 
said “I am not a believer in so much 
money beink spent in embalming bugs 
packing them away in mahogany cases 
and having a whole department look¬ 
ing after them. There are too many 
men in the country who imagine they 
are inventing something new, but who 
in reality are preparing jobs for them¬ 
selves and probably at the same time 
advocating the establishment of new 
departments and services.” He is 
right. He puts his finger on the root 
cause of so many departments and 
t ranches of the public service. It ex- 
niains too, the multiplicity all over 
-the country.—Kincardine Review. 


SOME MORE EASY MONEY 

Mr. Duncan Marshall has done well 
since the King government came into 
power. A return brought down on 
March 31st set# forth that he drew 
311,774.19 for salary and $7,863.79 for 
expenses. He had two trips to the 
.United States ,two trips to Great 
Britain and one trip to France and 
Great Britain. He was supposed to 
have a Commission from the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture but as no Com¬ 
mission was issued all the payments 
to him were illegally made. In ap¬ 
pointing him thfe Minister evaded the 
Civil Service Act. lie is. now orga¬ 
nizer for the Liberal party. —Kincar¬ 
dine Review. 

Hon. Charles Stewart, acting Post¬ 
master-General, did well to inform the 
rriail clerks who are threatening a 
strike, that-if they go out they will re¬ 
gain out and the government will fill 
their places with men ~who will carr.' 
i ut the services. There are mail clerks 
at Winnipeg who went out on sympa 
thetic strike in 1919 who would be 
glad to come back. The government 
can afford a strike but it cannot afford 
to be threatened. 

The Ontario government is putting 
through legislation which will give the 
Liberal leader a salary. hjore easily 
done than justified. 


HOW MONEY IS WASTED 

On Sept. 5th, 1922, a deputation ap¬ 
proached Hon. James Murdoch, minis¬ 
ter of labor, to discuss the unemploy¬ 
ment situation. They spent some time 1 
discussing without relieving it and at 
night the-minister invited them to din¬ 
ner. The auditor ^ general’s report 
shows what that dinner cost, not. Mr. 
Murdoch, but the country: Dinner, 60 
covers, $347.20; Orchestra, $65.00; 
Special trolley car, $25.00. Total, 
$437.20. 

MORE HEBRIDEANS ARRIVE 

Last Friday a further considerable 
number of Hebrideans arrived in Red 
Deer for settlement. They seemed to 
be, on the average, a younger lot than 
tHbse wh^ejme last year, and in every 
way lookecTfike first rate settlers. The 
number of children with their parents j 
was a very satisfactory feature. It 
means the settlement of families in J 
homes free from loneliness and conse¬ 
quent depression. The coming of this 
further contingent is evidence that 
most at least of those who came last 
year are satisfied with conditions here. 
If there had been really serious 
ground for complaint, it is perfectly 
certain that such complaints would 
have been sent back to Scotland by 
letters on such a scale as to discour¬ 
age many more from coming out. That 
has not been the case. We believe that 
practically ail who came out last year 
have been established in positions 
“where they are earning their living 
comfortably and are on the way to do¬ 
ing more than earning a living. Cer¬ 
tainly they are better off than in the 
overcrowded Hebrides where condi¬ 
tions during this last year have been 
so bad as to need a great deal of pub-' 
ljc relief. It is excellent that this dist¬ 
rict should get the name in Scotland 
of being a good district for settlers to 
come to. It means that we are likely 
to get a steady stream of first-class 
people coming and taking up land or 
otherwise making a living. If we can 
assure such people of a welcome and 
fair treatment here, nothing but good 
can result from their coming to all of 
us.—Red Deer News. 


THEY NEED A RAILWAY 

While in conversation with a dum¬ 
ber of the Arrowwood and Herronton 
farmers, says the Lethbridge Herald, 
we find them very much discouraged 
and disappointed by having learned 
that the ’ long-hoped for railway ex¬ 
tension from Medicine Hat to BLackie 
will only be extended ten miles this 
year. We cannot see why these farm¬ 
ers in one of the greatest wheat grow¬ 
ing stretches of country in Alberta 
cannot have a railway closer than 
Brant or -Blackie. For instance the 

G. F. Malmberg and Sons alone mar¬ 
keted some sixty thousand bushels of 
mostly No. 1 wheat this past season 
and most of this grain was hauled 
seventeen miles. Other farmers in 
this district had similar crops to be 
marketed this year. 


SPEAKS HIGHLY OF THE WEST 

Encouragement of the wheat grow¬ 
er is contained in a letter to a legal 
firm in Calgary from the head of a 
mortgage company-in Minneapolis. “I 
am still going to make my big bet on 
hte wheat fields as a debt payer,” he 
says, the full text of his let 
lowing: “There has developed in the 
recent past a decided movement on the 
part of people who haven’t the courage 
to face the enormous indebtedness on 
our older lands to the south and east, 
to clean up what they can and get i 
onto cheaper lands, requiring a very 
much smaller capital investment. This 
applies to your country and ours, 
south txf the line, and westward. 
“Southern Minnesota, Eastern South 
Dakota and Iowa lands are capitalized 
at over $100 per acre with first mort¬ 
gage loan levels approximately one- 
half of this. So the man on a half- 
section farm in our terntory, fighting 
a $16,000 first mortgage \^an is hand¬ 
icapped when he can ga norih and 
west and get good land f/r $15 to $20 
an acre; land that will gjfow on an av- 
pail as full, and as favorable to live on 
vrage as much grain, and fill the milk 
as the higher priced stuff. “This must 
react favorably on your territory and 
our western lands. “I am still going 
to make my big bet bn the wheat field 
as debt payer. Our northwestern 
people have all gone to the extreme in 
advocating the dairy, when it is a fact 
ihat'oTTty a slight increasenf our dairy 
proddcts'Would result in a slump; and 
with the heavy expense and outgo at¬ 
tending this business, the profits would 
then belese- than the wheat man is 
getjirtg now.

ABERDEEN ANGUS 


& 


The following, from the Buchan Ob¬ 
server, published in Scotland, will be 
of interest to stockmen in this country 
and in this district: 

“Aberdeen Angus cattle during the 
past year have fully maintained their 
reputation of being the world’s premi¬ 
er beef breed. As usual, they came 
well to tlie front at fat stock shows, 
not only in Britain, but in other coun¬ 
tries as well, and most of the champi¬ 
onships and other leading, awards were 
won by Aberdeen Angus crosses. 
Throughout the year there has been an 
ever-increasing demand for the breed 
abroad—in America, South Africa, 
Australia, and New Zealand; and suc¬ 
cessful efforts have been made in Ja¬ 
pan to improve the native cattle b 
the use of Aberdeen-Angus bulls. Pe^ 
haps the.most notable feature of thi 
spi ing bull sales in Scotland was the 
strong demand for Aberdeen Angus 
bulls for commercial herds, writes Mr. | 
Alexander Sutherland, sub-editor of! 
the Soottish I* armer.’’ Farmers are 
^realising more and more that a few 
pounds extra expended on a good bull 
| of this breed is amply repaid by "the ! 
| higher prices realised by the store or 
| the fat cattle. In Ireland, which is pri¬ 
marily a grazing country, the demand ! 
for Aberdeen Angus bulls this year 
was very strong. At Dublin 86 aver¬ 
aged £57,-'and at Belfast 19 averaged 
£66 13s. During the year 2090 Aber¬ 
deen Angus cattle sold by public auc- 
j-tion at the principal sales and disper¬ 
sions in Scotland realised £79,253, and 
averaged £37 18s 4d, which is £3 9s 
Id, or fully 8 per cent below the 1922 
average of £41 7s 6d for 1963 head 
The decrease is due t-o the lower prices 
for females, the average of £40 7s 8d 
for 1360 bulls being 10s 3d better than 
last year’s average for 1228; though 
the top price was only 580 gs., as 
against 1500 gs. last year. The aver¬ 
age for the bulls sold under 100 gs. 
rose from £32 19s to £35»3s 7d. The 
preference of commercial farmers for 
Aberdeen Angus bulls is well illustrat¬ 
ed by the trend of prices at the Perth 
and Aberdeen spring sales, where 668 
Shorthorn and 653 Aberdeen Angus 
bulls were sold. Ninety one Shorthorns 
and 83 Aberdeen Angus made 60 gs. 
and over. Of those making less than 
60 gs., 577 Shorthorns averaged £31 
16s 6d and 570 Aberdeen Angus £37 
18s Id, a difference of £6 Is 7d in fa¬ 
vor of the black polls. It is found, 
further, that 400 or 60 per cent, of 
the Shorthorns did not reach 35 gs., 
while 177 or 26% per cent made from 
35 gs. to 60 gs. Only 226 or 34% per 
cent of the Aberdeen Angus fell below 
35 gs., but 344 or 62% per cent made 
from 35 gs. to 60 gs. Between 30 gs. 
and 60 gs. were sold 281 Shorthorns 
and 413 Aberdeen Angus. 


TREE PLANTING CAR

The tree planting car operated by 
the Canadian Forestry Association 
which makes an annual visit to the 
province of Alberta in the interest of 
tree planting is in Calgary this, week 
for the dissemation of information on 
the advisability of tree planting. Ar¬ 
chibald Mitchell who is well known 
throughout the province is in charge 
c-f the car and will give lectures on 
tree planting and other matters of a 
like nature. While the future route 
of the special car has not been defi¬ 
nitely determined it is expected that 
it will make calls at various towns in 
southern Alberta and later go on to 
Weybum, Sask. This car works in 
conjunction with the protection of for¬ 
est car which is now in Eastern Cana¬ 
da, in spreading tree propoganda 
throughout the dominion. The pur¬ 
pose of the visit of Mr. Mitchell and 
the tree planting car, which is enter¬ 
ing its fifth season, is to encourage the 
planting 'of trees in cities, towns, 
farms and country school yards. The 
Canadian Forestry Association re¬ 
ceives a small grant from the domini¬ 
on government and from the govern¬ 
ments of Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
but the greater part of its funds ave 
derived from personal subscription. If 
plans for parks in small towns or ci¬ 
ties are desired or improvements to 
cemeteries are proposed, information 
on these and similar matters will be 
gladly furnished by Mr. Mitchell and 
his assistant in the special car. Pic¬ 
tures showing proper methods of 
planting trees aod- other matters of 
interest on the subject are projected 
on a screen during the lectures by Mr. 
Mitchell. .Mr. Mitchell formerly re¬ 
sided Coaldale, Alta., but is now 
a resident of British Columbia. Ife has 
lived in Alberta 24 years and was a 
former member of the forestry branch 
of the dominion government. 


INCOME TAX 


When the budget resolutions are 
considered in committee of ways and 
means, Hon. J. A. Robb, acting min¬ 
ister of finance intends to move an 
amendment to the income war tax act 
to provide that the normal tax exemp¬ 
tion for each dependent child be in¬ 
creased from $300 to $500. The in¬ 
creased exemption will apply to 1923 
income and subsequent periods. Mr. 
Robb’s resolutions will also provide: 

1. —For making taxable profits or 
income of non-resident persons selling 
goods in Canada through employees 
or agents or receiving rent"Is or 
royalties from sources within Canada. 

2. —Authority to determine profits 
realized by: (a) Corporations in Cana¬ 
da purchasing from associated corpo¬ 
rations in excess of fair prices, (b) Ca- 

j nadian corporations selling to parent 
or subsidiary companies at less than 
fair prices, (c) Non-resident persons 
producing goods in Canada and ex¬ 
porting them without sale prior to ex¬ 
port. 

3— (a) That income derived from a 
business conducted by a husband and 
wife be taxed as income of one of them 
only, (b) For authority to disalloiw 
as an expense an income credited or 
aid to husband as an employee of his 
wife or vice versa. 

4.—(a) For the disallowance of the 
annual value of property used in the 
business except rental actually paid 
therefor, (b) The nct'profits be taxed 
without reductions of allowance thpre- 
from for sinking funds or other simi¬ 
lar reserves. 

—For certain modifications of the 
present law pertaining to the incom e 
tax lien and to render certain that the 
lien shall not take priority over securi¬ 
ties validly taken prior to the time at 
which the lien attaches. 


The Bar U shipped sixteen head of 
full blood Pcrcheon horses to J. E.

The elementary mail course of stu¬ 
dies organized last year by the pro¬ 
vincial department of education for 
children living in outlying districts of 
the province who were unable to at¬ 
tend school, has proved a considerable 
success. Between 160 and 175 stu¬ 
dents are registered for the course, 
which is now in charge of a special of¬ 
ficial of the department, a qualified 
teacher who prepares the studies and 
examinations. The majority of the 
students are making splendid progress 
in the studies. The course was de¬ 
signed specially to aid those children 
in districts where school facilities are 
not yet provided. * v

ESTIMATING A COW 


• It is tlie custom with some dairy¬ 
men to use the production of the first 
or two-year-old lactation period, as a 
basis for culling his herd. As a gen¬ 
eral rule this is a good policy to fol¬ 
low. A good heifer sufficiently ma¬ 
tured to make a good record at her 
first calving is a desirable animal to 
use as a breeder in the herd. Occasi¬ 
onally, however, a mistake is made in 
disposing of a heifer that does poorly 
during her first lactation. Whether 
the owner sells her to the butcher or 
to some unsuspecting neighbor the 
fact remains that frequently he mak¬ 
es a mistake and disposes of a young 
animal w hich later developJNftto a fine 
mature cow. There are many instanc¬ 
es on record of where young animals 
were sold at very ordinary prices 
which later developed into magnificent 
cows. On fhe Agassiz experimental 
fai m to date twenty-eight two-year- 
old heifers have made R.O.P. records. 
Five produced over 16,000 pounds of 
milk, seven produced between 14,000 
pounds and 16,000 pounds, while six¬ 
teen gave less than 14,000 pounds. All 
the heifers which produced over 14,000 
pounds of milk are valuable animals; 
the cows that made the highest heifer 
record also yielded the largest-mature 
production. ■ Of the sixteen heifers 
which produced less than 14000 pounds 
of milk, only two have completed ma¬ 
ture records and each did exceptional¬ 
ly well. The cow which stood in thir¬ 
teenth place amongst the two-ycar- 
olds came through as a mature cow 
with 24,567 pounds although as a hei¬ 
fer she gave only 13,956 pounds. Had 
she been culled from the herd because 
she produced less than 14,000 pounds 
as a heifer, the herd would have been 
minus a good cow and the purchaser 
would have annexed a valuable animal. 

An interesting comparison is avail¬ 
able between the production of two 
cows, which were of much the same 
breeding, reared together and general¬ 
ly handled in the same manner. The 
first as a tw»-yearold produced- 12,- 
707 pounds of milk which was 450 
pounds more than number two. As a 
four-year-old the first only increased 
her production slightly while tfto 
years later the second cow produced 
21,071 pounds of milk. The latter is a 
good example of a cow with only a 
fair heifer record, making over 21,000 
pounds as a mature cow. There are 
at least two other cows in the herd 
each of which gave less than 10,000 
pounds as heifers and have not been 
tested since, but are capable of pro¬ 
ducing over 20,000 pounds. 

, Where a breeder has a large herd 
and desires to retain only the choicest 
animals, the first lactation records 
are a suitable basis for determining 
the value of the future cow, but wjiere 
a breeder is endeavoring to increase 
the size of his herd economically, he 
cannot afford to be too hasty in dis¬ 
posing of females until they are giv¬ 
en another chance. Some cows ma 
ture earlier than others and although 
the earlier maturing ones are proba¬ 
bly more desirable, many others prove 
to be valuable in any herds—

FIRST CROP REPORT 


Opening of the 1924 crop season 
finds soil conditions somewhat‘more 
favoiable, generally speaking, than 
was the case 12 months ago. The win¬ 
ter was extremely mild, but the spring 
season is late, characterized by fre¬ 
quent falls of wet snow which have 
been absorbed by the land and have 
made moisture conditions very satis¬ 
factory. Over the majority of the 
province there is sufficient moisture in 
the soil now to germinate the new 
crop. In the south-eastern section of 
the province, however, soil conditions 
are very dry, there having been very 
little snow in that part during the 
v.inter, with low precipitation during 
the spring. The lateness of the spring 
has retarded the work upon the land in 
most parts of the province, and it will 
be- another week at least before spring 
operations beoome general. In a few 
isolated cases work is being done on 
the land, and there are one or two | 
reports of seeding having been com- j 
mene?d. General seeding operations, 
however, will be about two weeks lat-! 
er than last year. In spite of the open 
fall, very little fall plowing was done : 
last year, owing to t^ie prolonged har-. 
vesting of the heavy crop. The sum- ’ 
merfallow ready for seeding this j 
spring is about the same extent as last ! 
spring, and there will be an increase 
of land put in summerfallow this sea-1 
son. The success last year of new fod- ] 
dor and pasturage crops such as corn 
and sweet clover will tend to bring un- [ 
der cultivation even greater areas of j 
these crops in the south of the pro- | 
vince. Livestock was never in better j 
condition. The' large amount of feed j 
produced last season, and the mildness 1 
of the winter has brought them i 
through the winter season in excellent j 
shape. \There has been a brisk de¬ 
mand for Tarm labor and the provinci- j 
al labor branch has been very busy 
during the past few weeks placing a | 
large number of hands, many of j 
whom are immigrants from European 
countries. The demand is continuing 
to a certain extent..

The E P Ranch will undergo many 
changes this year., A landscape gar¬ 
dener will transplant the grounds 
around the residence this summer by 
planting hedges and flowers. 

The annual summer school for tea¬ 
chers will be held at the University 
this year from July 6 to August 5. 

An 
attendance of about 500 is expected. 

^ ou must finish the Hudson’s Bay 
Railway and you must also exercise 
the most rigid economy in administra- 
t on. That is the order the Council of 
Agriculture gives to the King govern¬ 
ment. Mr. King should order them to 
stay in Ottawa and go back home. 

Plans to bring to completion this 
year the experimental- work in con¬ 
nection with the use of tar sands from 
McMurray have been made by the Al¬ 
berta University authorities in charge 
of this research work. A plant for 
the extraction of bitumen will be 
erected this summer in Edmonton. 

An Alaska fox farm in being estab¬ 
lished in Edmonton. Fifty, pair- of 
these animals will be brought there 
this spring in an effort to develop a 
new fur raising industry. Alberta al¬ 
ready has several Persian lamb farms 
and probably half a dozen black fox 
farms. 

The hikers who walked from Toron¬ 
to to Ottawa had a conference with the 
Piime Minister who praised them for 
theii pluck. What he finds in their 
conduct worthy of praise is hard to 
understand. Their pilgrimage to Ot¬ 
tawa was of value to no one except 
the manufacturers of boots and shoes. 

It is estimated by the Dominion 
Parks Branch of the Department of 
• he Interior that tourist traffic last 
year was worth $136,000,000 to Cana¬ 
da, and it is expected that this figure 
will be exceeded during the present 
year. Among the provinces British 
Columbia leads in the tourist “indus- 
tiw” with earnings of $36,000,000. On¬ 
tario and Quebec show $30,000,000 
each. Over nine-tenths of last year’s 
tourist traffic was from the United 
Slates.

A sharp increase in the value of ex¬ 
ports to France of Canadian agricul¬ 
tural products .is noted in a recent re¬ 
turn. In 1923 these products went to 
France to the value of $6,215,044, com¬ 
pared with $4,678,028 in 1922. 

R.J.Dinning, Alberta liquor commis¬ 
sioner, states that shortly after May 
1st delivery of be^r from breweries to 
private house/wit* be effective. # Sale 
of liquo^feedn liquor stores will be in 
operation about May 16. 

The Calgary Board of Trade an¬ 
nounces that $500 will be distributed 
in prizes in 1924 to the first prize win¬ 
ners from Alberta at the International 
Hay and Grain Show in Chicago in 
December. Last December Alberta 
men won four championships and 44 
other prizes. 

An average of 90,000 bushels daily 
of wheat has been moving from Ed¬ 
monton to Vancouver for shipment 
from that port. During a recent seven 
cay period 526 cars of grain, chiefly 
wheat, were examined and graded by 
the government inspectors at Ed¬ 
monton. 

Three carloads of seed grain are 
being shipped weekly from the pro¬ 
vincial seed cleaning and marketing 
plant at Edmonton. So great is the 
demand that no more registered first 
and second generation Marquis wheat 
seed is available. About 50,000 bush¬ 
els of seed grain have been handled by 
the plant since last fall and 20,000 
bushels more will be handled before 
this year’s seeding is completed. 

The remarkable increase in the ex¬ 
port of gold from Canada is reflected 
again in the figures for the month of 
February which show that the total 
value of gold exported in that month, 
all of which went to the United States, 
was $2,102,787 and the total for the 
12 months ending with February of 
this year, was $15,919,446, as compar¬ 
ed with $4,532,124 in the preceding 
twelve month period. 

Sinclair Lewis of London, novelist 
and writer of “best sellers,” is plan¬ 
ning to go to Canada very shortly 
and intends to spend a whole year in 
•the far”., v orth, absolutely beyond the 
pale of civilization in the sub Arctic 
regions. He says that life in the cities 
of Europe is making him soft and he 
wants a new atmosphere for his next 
book, Which will be based on the result 
of his .Canadian experiences. 

A company incorporated with a 
capital of $200,000 and comprised of 
prominent Northern Alberta men, has 
been organized to develop the salt de^ 
posits north-east of Edmonton on the 
A. and G. W. near Fort McMurray. 
A plant will be installed at that point, 
and operations commenced this year. 
It is estimated that there is a market 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan for 40,- 
000 tons yearly of the salt in crude 
form. 

Col. Balfour was engaged to make 
investigation as to prospects for emi¬ 
gration of certain continental Europe¬ 
ans for colonization in Canada. He 
was engaged for-four months only and 
drew $3,680.49 from the Immigration 
and Colonization department of the 
Canadian National railways. As the 
government has an immigration de¬ 
partment of its own how would it do 
for the government railways to go out 
of that line of business.—Kincardine 
Review. ( 

It is understood that the Utah-Idaho 
Sugar Company, one of the largest 
concerns of its sort in the United 
States, may erect a plant in Southern 
Alberta. Recently a number of meet¬ 
ings have been hejd by the Provinci¬ 
al Department of Agriculture to inter¬ 
est farmers in the growing qf sugar 
beets. It is stated that if the Utah- 
Idaho Sugar Company can get farm¬ 
ers of the province to devote a total 
of 6,000 acres to beet production, a 
factory will be built. 

The Provincial Government Seed 
Cleaning Plant at Edmonton has dis¬ 
posed of a total of 68,068 bushels on 
registered seed grain this season. ” 
Much of this was shipped to points in 
the East and in the .United States 
while a good deal has also been taken 
by Alberta farmers. There is still a 
quantity of first generation Victory 
and Banner Oats to be had at low pri¬ 
ces, as well as some extra No. 1 Vic¬ 
tory and Banner Oats, and a small 
quantity of third generation Marquis 
and second and fifth generation Ruby.

The milk poster compe¬ 
tition will be open to girls and boys 
attending the schools of the cities and 
towns of Alberta. The posters will be 
judged on the originality of the poster 
and also the effectiveness with which 
it displays the food value of milk. 
The other competitions will be open 
to teams.of girls and boys from dist¬ 
ricts where district agricluturists or 
other representatives of the depart¬ 
ment of agriculture are available to 
give instruction and supervision dur¬ 
ing the year. The final judging of 
the milk posters and other competi¬ 
tions will be held at the annual dairy 
convention which will be held in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1925. The whole project will 
be financed by the Alberta Dairymen’s 
Association and the department of ag¬ 
riculture will conduct the educational 
and organization work. The details of 
each competition will be available for 
publication at a later date.

EAST AND THE WEST 

Lieutenant-Governor Brett admits 
he is out of patience with the East’s 
attitude towards the West, especially 
when it charges that the West is a 
financial burden-upon the East.' Sta¬ 
tistics will prove that over a period 
of years the prairie provinces have 
paid into the Dominion treasury con¬ 
siderably moie than the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment has expended ( in the , West. 
J. A. M. Atkins, now Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor of Manitoba, but at the time 
member for Brandon produced some 
enlightening figures on this very issue 
in the house of commons in 1914. He 
shewed that in 1913 the total revenue 
from the three prairie provinces was 
$40,654,355 while the amount the Do¬ 
minion dxpended in the same territory 
was $22,728,633. The figures for 1912 
were $28,830,843 revenue, $16,251,067 
expenditure, and 1911, $22,280,114 re¬ 
venue and $14,238,575 expenditure, 
Undoubtedly a study of the revenue 
and expenditures of the Dominion ev¬ 
ery year since 1913 would show a sim¬ 
ilar proportion or excess of revenue 
over expenditure. Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor Brett asks the very proper ques¬ 
tion: “What would have happened to 
the East iT the Dominion had been cut 
off at the head of the lakes?” Evi¬ 
dently the average ^man in the East 
hasn’t given that question very much 
thought, if he had there would have 
been much less of this talk about the 
West being a burden upon the East. 
Twenty-five years ago Alberta and 
Saskatchewan had a population of un¬ 
der 100,000 people. Today the three 
prairie provinces, largely Saskatche¬ 
wan and Alberta, produce greater 
wealth in agriculture alone than all 
the minerals plus all the fisheries plus 
all the forests of the entire Dominion. 
Surely a section so rich is worth while 
tc Eastern Canada. That will be rec¬ 
ognized by the wise men of the East. 


No sane man in the East would advo¬ 
cate dropping Western Canada from 
the Dominion. It is the best customer 
he has. Just now the Westerner isn’t 
able to buy freely because of economic 
conditions. The East is feeling the 
pinch; it isn’t selling as much to the 
West as it would like. It’s only a" 
crazy man, hdwever, who would dare 
to talk about the West being a charge 
upon the East. 


TWINE SHORTAGE 


Western Canaria farmers may be 
confionted this fall with a serious 
twine shortage. Shipments of binder, 
twine To the British Isles and Europe 
have been curtailed as a precautionary 
measure. The Mexican revolution has 
interfered with the supply of raw sisal 
in the state of Yucatan, and in an ef¬ 
fort to safeguard the interests of the 
west, shipments overseas are being 
withheld. The market price of twine 
is now about 1% cents a pound over 
last year’s quotations and with the 
continued holdup of sisal in Mexico 
there is grave danger of a serious 
shortage, according to a report in 
Farm Implement News. 


HIGHEST AVERAGE IN MILK 


Alberta’s average production of milk 
is well over that of the whole domini¬ 
on. Recording to a summary of cow 
testing work, carried out by the dairy 
and cold storage branch of the do¬ 
minion department of agriculture. The 
average production for eight months 
or longer for the dominion was 5,926 
pounds, but Alberta’s figure rose to 
7,136. Average fat production for the 
dominion was 225.5 pounds and here 
again Alberta’s cows went better than 
the average and attained 255.7.
